Ireland, on accompt of Religion, are not wanting to foment ' 
heats & envey between the ſubjects of the one & the other Reli- 
gion, adding {Hl { ro make their caſe the more lamentable ) new 
tuell to the old fire, it being a receaved maxime, that ill will, never 
ſpeaks well; &a ſtory never loſeth any thing by the carriadge; fo 
I ludg'd for rruth's fake, that 'twould be convenient to publish 
in our languadge the whole proccedings of the ſaid Clergie of 
France againſt the Pretended Reformed, 8& by fo docing to 
informe our litle English world, how farr theClergic of France was 
concern'd in the perſecution ({ as they call it Yof the Hugonots. 

In the firſt place Courteous reader, I preſent thee vuith their proceedings 
in the aſſemoly of 1682. at Paris, upon this point, under the title of A 
PASTORALL ADVERTISEMENT, by wuhich you vuill find, inſteed 
of Crueltys, the moſt ſoveeteſt, the moſt tendereſt, c> the moſt kindeſt Invi- 
tation to the Pretenged Reformed for their reunion, that cuer wuas, being 
wvithout doubt, the dictates of the holy Ghoſt ; and is indecd all the Rigour, 
that the Clergie aid excerciſe at that time. 

Bur this tarherly aduile of the Clergie of France being mis- 
repreſented to the people of the P. R. R. by their Miniſters 
infuſeing into the minds of thoſe under their tuition a fresh 
ſupply of their old leven of Calumnie & ſcandall, interpreting , 
union to idolatry, peace to Paganiflme, & Reconciliation to 
Anti-Chriſt, with other Barbarous Reflections, perſuadeing their 
pupils, that wee believe ſtrange Doctrine and hold principals 
truly Pagan, imputeing a number of Errors unto us for faith 
which wee utterly Renounce & Condemn ; and to ſpeake really 
Fcannot blame the poore people ( who know no better) to have 
a horrour againſt the Catholick faith, for on my conſcience, if 
the Catholick Religion were ſuch a bloody, Idolatrous & abo- 
minable Religioaas chey perſuade the people iris, I would foo- 
ner chooſe to turne turk rather then Catholick, & follow Maho- 
met rather then Anti-Chritt, Eſteemeing it falter to receave the 
Aicaron, rather then adore ſtocks 8& ſtones tor Gods, as they with 
Impudence perſuade the people wee do; by which means the 
Ignorant & the libertinc are a Gog, and for morning & —

ſervice they have this, that the Papiſts are Idolaters, that they 
Rob God of his honnour, that they ſett the Creature aboue the 
Creator, that wee ſurpaſſthe Pagans for number & ſorts of Gods, 
nay our very hogsare infected with this Error, according toa 
harrangu&which was held forth of late, I will not name the 
gentleman leaſt a blush might Riſe in his face, which would be 
more proper in his heart, by a true Repentance for that abuſe not 
onely of himſelfe & his Auditory , but of the Catholicks his 
neighbours & of vhe ſaints themſelves, for whom he oughtto 
have a Reſpect; ufas much as they are the beloued of God & are 
in glorie with the father which 1s in heaven, & not by Rediculous 
Languadge unbecomeing a Prelat in the Pulpit, to aftront hca- 
ven, before the face of heaven & Earth ; who not content to 
Calumniate the ſaints by markeing them out for falſe Gods to 
men, but alſo to ſwine, as Saint ANTHONIE 1s there quoted to 
be the God of our pigs; oh ! unchriftian Expreſſion, as un maner- 
ly faid, as disloyally ſpoaken, did he not know that James the 
ſeacond our dread foveraign was of the ſame faith with us, and 
trat.ſaying the Catholicks do adore falſe Gods, 1s to ſay the King 
1s an Idolater, for to ſcandalize the faith of the Church of Rome, 
15 to ſc2ndalize the King who makes profeſſion of thar faith; to ſay 
the Pope is Anti-Chritt, is to ſay the Kin isa follower of Anti- 
Chriſt, & he that ſcandal:izeth the King, 1s a ſcandall to the 
Church of England, which hath no head on earth but that King 
whom they ſcandalize , & unto whom the law doth give the 
keays of the Church of England in that ſtatute, which makes the 
KixG head of the Church, next and immediate under Chriſt, as 
well in ſpirituall as temporall, according to the expreſs words of 
the att & tehour of the oath of ſupremacie; but what do I ſpeake 


of this,as if 'rwasa new thing, for the King & Church to be ſcan- 


dalized by ſuch P s, as calls Saint ANTHONY the God of our 
Pigs: Bur to kennell that diſcourſe with an other made notan age 
ſince by a gentleman of the tame proteſſion , whoſe whole ſer- 
mon did nothing clic but endeavour to prove that the Pope was 


Anti-Chriitt. Which in it ſclfe is {ſo Ridicule, that far from ha-

yeing the leaſt ground in Scripture, he hath not ſo much as an 


att of Parliament it ſelfe to prove it by, & therfore to be throwne 
out of dores, as being neither law nor Goſpell: for the whole 


Bible mentions but of one Anti-Chriſt tro come, and his Daies 


will be short. Mat. 24. 22. And wnleſſe thoſe Daies had geen Shorte- 
ned, no flesh should be ſaved , but for the Elett the dates shall be short ned. 
And his power1s to endure but three years & a halte, Revel. 13. 
5. and power was given it ( the beaſt ) 7 worke two + forty months. 
Which is Juſt three years & a halte , agrecing with all the holy 
fathers who Interpreted, A time, times and halfe a time ( fo often 
mentioned in Daniel & the Revelations ) ro be three years & a 
halfe, a time one year , times two years & halfe a time, to be hal- 
fe a year, according, to the above text. But that Anti- Chriſt, 
_ whois to beagainſt Chriſt, & war againſt the Saints, Should pray 
to Saints, & Contribute with all his force to carric on the war 
againſt enemies to the name of JESUS-CHRIST asthe Pope & 
his predeceſſors have done, or that wee were to have a Continuall 
ſucceſſionof as many Anti-Chriſts as wee have had of Popes for 
above 1600. years , 15 what I find no authority for in the whole 
word of God. 

This digreſſion courteous Reader, being a litle out of our pre- 
ſent road, let's returne to what concernes the enſueing treatiſe ; 
which as I told thee before, 1s the whole proccedings of the Ge- 
nerall Aſſembly of the Clergie of France, againſt the Hugonots 
CONCERNING RELIGION. Except fome few circular 
Letters, toall the Prelats of the Rea!me, the Catologue of Here- 
ticall books which they condemn'd & ſome ſuch proceedings 
which no ways concerns this purpoſe, all the Reſt is exactly 
tranſlared, as their advertiſement to the Pretended Reformed, 
their ſpeech to the king, their Complaint to the king , & of what 
1t was they did complaine, by which yow will find they did not in 
the leaſt deſire the king to difturb or moleſt the Excerciſe of the 
P. R. Religion, nor ſo much, as pray him to Revoke any Edict 


whatever which tollerared the Excerciſe of their Religion, for ' 


that there was no Edict which gave them the priveledge to Ca-

ſumniate the Catholik Church & to 1mpute errontus Doftrines 
unto us for faith , which wee utterly abominate and Condemn, 8 


"that the laid abuſe might be Remedied for the future was all they 


delired, in order wherunto the Kins ſets forth an Edi&tto that 
Eftect as thou wilt find in the end of the book. b 
In 1682. They made their advertiſement, & on the 14th. of Faly 

168 5.They maae their complaint tothe KING;(nthe 21th. of Fuly 1685. 
They maae their ſpeech tothe KING in takeing leave of his Majeftie, & 
mn Auguſt following fhe KING put forth his proclamation or Faitt ; but. 
notwithſtanding thee proceedings of tle Clergie &+ the ſaid Faidt of the 
KING ( although thouſands were by the grace of God therty converted ) 
yet the Miniſters did never the leſ#perſevere & Continue their Calumnies, 
even againſt the ſaid Advertiſcment & Eaict, upon. Which the KING 
aiſatisied, at their arſobedicnce, aid on the 22th. of Ofteber following 
ſet forth an Fai protibiting the Excerciſe of the P. R. Religion through 
out his dominions , Comanaing the Miniſters of the ſaid P. R. Religions 
that would not be Reconciled to depart his KINGdome within fifteen aayes, 
therby Recaleing all his ſubjects of the P. R. Religion home within 4. 
months, & forbiding any others of the ſaid Religion to tranſport them 
ſelves or ſubſtance out of kis Furiſaitions. 

But as this Edich, is ſeparate from the intent , which was oncly to ſet 
forth how far the Clerzie of France was Concern'd in the affaire of the 
Hugunots , & their proceedings therupon & no more , cf this Faid being 
the ſole aft of the KING no ways therunto ſolicited by the Clergie, & in 
which they had no hand, 14id not thinck my ſelfe obliaged to tranſlate it, 
although I have given thee the breife contents therof. Comitting the whole 
ro thy favourable Conjecture, shall abreviate, witb deſire > Inſtance that 
where faults have Eſcaped ( as nature ts fraill )ro atripme the ſametothe

| HE CLERGIE of France, that formerly approach'd not 
their Soveraigns, but to ſet forth the dolefull [mages of an oppreſt 
& ſighing Church; comes this day acknowledgeing the Joyes of 
their hearts demonſtrateing to your Majeſtie , the ſame Church 
ſurrounded with the glorie she holds of your piety. | 

She has appear'd for aboye an age, on the brinks of her Ruine ; 
her bowells Rent by her one Children, betray'd by thoſe that ought

Thusardenrzele for the faith, this fatherly goodneſs in all the 
affairs of the Church ( qualities moſt rare in Princes ) occaſions 
GREAT SIR, the true ſubject of our Elogies. Wee leave your 
other ſubjects to admire the abundance of other virtues in you ; ſome 
will Repreſent you as a well-doeing Monarch , liberall , magnift- 
cent, true to his promils, firme and inflexible againſt all forts of In- 
jultice,upright and equitable, even to give ſentence againſt his pro- 

cr intreſts; a truly-great maſter of his people, buta greater maſter 
of himſelſe ; others will Retpect you as a King always wiſe, and al 
wayes victorious, whoſe impenetraile delign's are ſooner execu- 
ted, then knowne ; who Reigns not onely over his ſubjects by his 
ſoveraigne Authority, but over his councill by the ſuperiority of 
his genus , and over the courts of his nezghbours , by the penetra- 
tion of his witt, & his wiſdome in which he 1s able to Indruct his

did not abolish the ſacrafices to Idolls that was done on the tops of 
the mountains. | | 

TThat your name GREAT SIR , may be a ſtranger to this Re- 
proach, 1s what your zele has already done, which poſterity will re- 
gard as the ſource of your proſperities, and the top of your glories. 


*I was not onely the reſtablichment of churches and Alters, that 
tranſported 
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tranſported your zele, but the undertakeing to revive devotion and 
good maners , forwhich your Majeſtie has labour'd with ſucſeſs, 
as well by your example as by your orders. 

'Tis now a day's honourable to practiſe virtues, and if vice be 
not altogether deſtroy'd , she 1s reduced at leaſt to be hidd, and the 
vails that covers her , ſpares to good people a difpleaſeing ſcandale, 
and faves weake ſouls from peri]l & dreadfull Contagion. 

Let's thinck no more of thoſe days of darkneſs, when the greateſt 
part of them that rgmain'd in the boſome of the Church, ſeemingly 
were not, but for cl the moſt ſencible,when blaſphemies,and ſa- 
crelegious ſcofling at all that was ſacred, ſo impudently was boaſted, 
by monſters of Infidelity who now diſapear under your Happy

This complaint GREAT SIR; concerns the faith of the holy Catholi- 

we church , whoſe purity, the miniſters and writers of the pretended 
Reformed Religion , endeavours to blacken , by moſt cruell Injurics, cx by 
moſt falſſ & ſcandelows Calumnies. - 

They knew they could not attaque her by ſolid reaſe 62, for they found by 
experience , that the areuments , which they made uſe of when they un- 
dertooke, to prove their new Doctrine , made but a very weake impreſſion 
on the minds of the people , they ſee dayly , that when they faithfully re- 
late the true ſence of the Catholique Church , that then they are not able, 
ro Fuſtifie their ſeparation , nor excuſe the exceſſ of the firſt authors of 
their ſect ; ana being unable to defend themſelves by theſe means, they 
have recourſe to a moſt uniuſt and pernitions invention , to impute to 
the Cathelique Church ai infinite number of moſt gros , and inſufferable 
errors: they ſopaſe 5he diſſembles, or that she condemns the moſt eſſential 
rweuths of Religion; and repreſents her , under the moſt frightfull figure of 

a Church profeſſing damnable and idolatrous doctrines, that believes net 
the vereties of true faith, and "tis no wonder , they should by theſe means, 
znfuſe hatred , averſion & horrour of the Church , into the minaes of the 
people that are under their tuition. 

The Clerete with-ereife long ſince beheld the dreadfull Effedts of this 
aiſtemper , and ſoucht means to put a ſtop to it's cource. 

In the laſt aſſembly of 1682. 5he ſett forth a fatherly advertiſſement 
zo the pretended Reformers upon this ſubject , believeing, that by preſiing 
them to explaine the Reaſons of their ſeparation , that they would en- 
zer into themſelues, ana be ashamed to ſee, that it was grounded but 
upon ſopoſittons and calumnies ; & thancks be to God, that attempt was 
not altogether fruitleſſ\, ſeeing , ſince that time the numbers almoſt infi- 
zite of hereticks, that have been converted, there being but very few , 

that cannot but ſubmitt themſelves to this invincible argument ; that as

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But there is one obſtacle that hinder d, and that doth ſtill hinder & 
put a ſtop tothe fruit , the moſt conſiderable that was hoped for , which is, 
that the voice of the Bishops , awd Paſtors of the Catholique Church could * 
not reach the ears of the common people of the pretended Reformed Religion, 
their Miniſters haveing either diverted them from readeing the ſaid 
advertiſſement , or gave them a fall] explication therof', as they do of the 
ſacred ſcriptures and works of the holy fathers; by which means SIR , 
the ercateſt part of your ſubjects of the pretended Reformed Religion, are 
actain'd in their Errars ; and the diſiemper is without cure, if your 
Aajeſtie do not aſſiſfty your protection , and ſupport by your Autbority 
hat the Clergte has ſo happily began.

Notwithſtanding , the Kings your Majeſties Royall predeceſſors, did not 
permit the Excerciſe of the pretended Reformed Religion , but upon conſi-

uſvally ſfpred, & which they dayly publich in their preachings and 
Writes. 

Tour Majeſty will plainly ſee , that 'tis not without cauſe, the Clereie 
makes you this complaint. 

Tet wee have forbore to Report divers of their expreſſions, which 5ha+ 
kes all the oraer of modeſty , & that Saint Paul forbids the faithful to pro- 
nounce'; your Majeſty will bave horrour , to ſee'phe Incredible exceſs, 
to which the paſſion of the pretended reformers have tranſported them.

haveing otherwiſe conſf1der'd, that it ought to fuffice the Mi- 
niſters ofa Religion onely tollerated in our kingdome by the
